conditions and the kind of m aterial 


available for feed. It is the larvae 
that cause the destruction o f cloth­ 
ing as they prey upon clothes, furs, 


skins, and 
the 
like, 
being 
well 
equipped fo r such 
activities 
with 


w ell-developed jaw s. 


It is a simple m atter to 
control 


moths where the proper precautions 


are observed. A ll 
clothing that 
is 


stored should be frequently brushed 
or beaten and well sunned at regu­ 
lar intervals. The larvae 
and 
eggs 


o f clothes moths are very delicate, 


and a thorough brushing or beating 
will either crush or remove them. In 


brushing, p ay special 
attention 
to 


tin* seams and pockets where 
dust 


and lint may have collected. 


All clothing should he well cleaned 
before it is packed a w ay in chests, 
as

carbon disulphide

PR O BLEM FOR TH E NATION 


In a Speech 
at 
Santos. President 
Pessoa Outlines the Position 
Of the Government

generally believed th at the next three 
mo lit lls will witness the success

failure of the coffee valorization plan 
recently instituted by the Brazilian 
government.

schem e— which is nothing 
less than cornering the visible coffee 
supply of the world— varies. 
Count 
A lexandre Sieiliano, 
chief 
of 
the 
valorization committee, is confident 
of its success and declares th a t with­ 
in a few weeks the Brazilian gov­ 
ernment will be iii a position to a b ­ 
solutely control the price of coffee in 
New York. 
Opponents o f the 
plan 
advance 
these arg u m en ts: Coffee is sold in 
S antos and Rio de Jan e rio fo r paper 
milreis, and the big New York houses 
are iii a position to ham m er 
down 
Brazilian exchange so that the sell­ 
ing price of coffee in gold— or U. S. 
dollars— will not vary,

nfatter 
w hat the price in milreis. 
The 
governm ent runs tile great 
d anger of stim ulating coffee 
pro­ 
duction iii other countries— n o tab h 
P o rto Rica, Mexico, Columbia and 
Venezuela— perm anently losing

B razil the position of the foremost 
coffee country o f the world. 
Outlining the position of the gov­ 
ernment in a speech a t Santos, P re 
sident Epitacio Pessoa said: 
“ The valorization of coffee Is not 
a problem fo r the state 
o f 
Sao 
P aulo 
(tile 
great 
coffee 
raising 
state) alone, lint fo r tin' nation, be­ 
cause coffee constitutes our greatest 
source of national income.” 
Tile President recalls the silk v al­ 
orization scheme of Ja p a n , and oili­ 
er sim ilar plans, declaring that no 
m a tter what the success or failure of 
these have been, Brazil is b o u n d to 
win out in lier present plan, because: 
“ We produce 75 ^>er cent o f 
the 
w o r l d 's coffee, and when a nation 
11i us 
dom inates the market 
fo r a 
necessity like coffee, -lie can. la* c e r­ 
tain of dom inating the price.” 
The President said tile coffee crop 
fo r the season 1921-22 is estim ated 
at 15,509,09(1 bags, and that a s h o rt­ 
age is bound 
to result since con­ 
sumption during for the year 1919-20 
was 18,199,000 hags, and that co n ­ 
sumption 
during the current years 
shows 
a tendency to exceed even 
that figure. Prohibition lins caused 
a great increase in coffee consum p­ 
tion in the United S tates, the Pres­ 
ident declared.

the new attendance law, in which it 
is made -compulsory for a child to 
attend 
school until the sixteenth 


year, and the decision makes it ev- 
ident that when a child is not six- 
teen years old, although graduated 
from the eighth grade, must continue 
the course of studies ia the 
high 


school department. 


This question has been brought .up 


here in Rush 
county 
by several 


school patrons, arid there are several 
boys and girls in Rush county who 
have finished their eighth year work, 
and have not yet reached their six- 
teenth birthday, which compels them 
under the new attendance law, to at- 
tend school until they reach the six- 
teenth year. 


The law formerly was understood 


to mean that a pupil after reaching 
the eighth grade or common school, 
could 
drop out, regardless of 'age. 


The free transportation of pupils in 
the rural districts applies only to 
common, school pupils, and this also 
has been given as a reason for par- 
ents not sending their children on to 
the high school, as they have made a 
plea tlit they have no way for the 
pupils to get 
to 
and 
from 
the 


schools. 


An incident of this kind'in north- 


ern Rush county was brought to light 
the other day, when a man was cited 
for not sending his child to high 
school, and the child was only 
15 


years old, having another year yet 
in order to be exempt from 
the 


school law. 


The man told the local official.0 


that the trustee would not permit 
his child to ride free of charge, be- 
cause he had passed 
the 
commo_a 


school grades, and that they lived 
six miles from the high school and 
had no way of transporting the child 
to the school.

Three species of 
clothes 
moths 


attack articles made of wool, fur, 
'bristles, hair, 
and 
feathers, 
and 


their life histories are so similar 
that, one system of .control is appli- 
cable to all, says the United States 
Department 
of Agriculture. 
These 


moths pass through the 'usual life 
cycle of insects—adult or parent 
moth, the egg, the larva or worm, 
and the pupa or- chrysalis stages. 
The adult or parent moth is the 
miller, commonly seen /lying about 
rooms and closets. Although mofchs 
are particularly abundant during the 
spring and late summer, in 
heated 


houses they may prevail at 
any 


rime. 


The moths themselves 
do not 


damage elott/mg, carpets 011 similar 
articles, but they lay many 
small 


white eggs, in some instances 
as 


many as 200 eggs each in a- period 
of 3 weeks. Dependent on the tem- 
perature these egg's hutch in from 


5 to 10 days, the tiny worms be^ 


ginning to feed 
as soon as 
they 


batch and 
reaching 
maturity 
in 


from 3 months to -over one year. 
The "rapidity of growth of the larvae 
depends 
upon 
favorable 
weather 


conditions and the kind of material 
available for feed. It is the larvae 
that cause the destruction 'of cloth- 
ing 'as they prey upon clothes, furs, 
skins, and 
the 
like, 
being well 


equipped for such 
activities 
with 


well-developed jaws. 


It is a simple matter to control 


moths where the proper precautions 
are observed. All clothing that 
is 


stored should be frequently brushed 
or beaten and well sunned at regu- 
lar intervals. The larvae'- and eggs 
of clothes moths are very delicate, 
and a thorough brushing or beating 
will either crush or remove them. In 
brushing1, pay special attention 
to 


the seams and pockets where dust 
and lint may have collected. 


All clothing should be well cleaned 


before it is packed away in chests, 
as 
clothes 
moths prosper 
upon 


soiled spots in wearing apparel. Af- 
ter thoroughly brushing, beating, 
and sunning, articles to be stored 
away should be wrapped 
tightly in 


several thicknesses of 
newspapers 


or heavy wrapping paper, making 
certain that the paper at the end of 
the bundle is so well bent back upon 
itself that 
no 
opening 
is 
left 


through which the moths can crawl. 
These pests will not 
eat 
through 


paper, while tight wrapping makes 
a firm mass of "clothing which still 
further protects it. 


Fumigation with 
carbon disul- 


phide is a most effective treatment. 
Clothing 
should 
be 
thoroughly 


brushed and then packed in a tight 
trunk or chest and fumigated. While 
carbon disulphide fumigation kills 
the clothes moths, it will not keep 
moths from entering later and de- 
veloping new infestations. A saucer 
should be placed on top of the clo- 
thing and 
the 
carbon 
disulphide 


poured into it. This chemical evap- 
oifates, literating a gas that sinks 
down into the clothing several times 
a. year where these articles are not 
kept in a tight storage place. 


Although the odor of carbon dis- 


ulphide is very foul it soon dispers- 
es and does not injure the fabric. 
This material can be purchased at 
any drag ntore. The gas which is 
formed is heavier than air and must 
be kept away from fire' the same as 
gasoline. 


Another excellent method of pro- 


tecting clothing comes through the 
liberal use of naphthalene in the 
form of moth balls or flakes. In tight 
chests or trunks 'one pound of naph- 


thalene, well distributed among the 
clothes, will kill al! moths, and eggs 
and larvae. Well-grown larvae 
ai'e 


killed with difficulty by naphthalene, 
so it is essential to brush clothes 
thoroughly before placing them in 
the ehests and exposing 
them 
to 


such control treatment. Unless 
the 


trunk or .container is very tight, the 
fumes of naphthalene 
will escape 


and not kill the moths, as this che- 
michal 'is effective as A killing ag- 
ent only when inclosed in an air- 
tight receptable. Napthalene 
scat- 


tered about ^bureau, drawers 
may 


keep moths away to 
some extent 


but will not kill them. 


Cold Storage Affords Protection 
The best method of clothes pro- 


tection, and the one now commonly 
adopted by dealers in 
fnrs 
and 


carpets, is cold storage. It has been 
found that articles held at a tem- 
perature of 40° F. will" be absolute- 
ly protected against damage 
whiie 


in storage. Where" the- cost of cold 
storage is not a eirtical factor, the 
adoption of this method of protec- 
tion of'goods during warm weather 
is strongly recommended. 


Another excellent method of kill- 


ing all clothes moths in the house 
or warehouse is by fumigation with 
hydroeyani'e-acid gas. This is a 
most dangerous as well as effective 
gas, and the fumigation of a house 
to kill clothes moths in 
rags 
and 


carpets as well as other furnishings 
should not be undertaken without a 
full knowledge of how to 
proceed.
